Ill the "Annalen der Physik" there is 


a paper by Herr Walter on the genesis 
of lightning in which he shows that 
lightning flashes are preceded by minor 
flashes, which, as it were, feel the way 
and mark the course for the major 
flash or flashes. Something of the kind 
is also observed in electric sparks. The 
path, once marked, is utilized for fur- 
ther discharges; hence photographs of 
lightning taken with a moving camera 
may show more than one flash. One 
picture sbqws three main flashes at in- 
tervals of 0177 and .(MS9 parts of/a 
second between. Of course to th^'eye 
they seemed one flash. Ancjtlver pic- 
ture showed five flashes lasting alto- 
gether a quarter of a second. Although 
signs of an alternatin^'discharge were 
seen on one picture/ it may be taken 
for granted that as a rule lightning is a 
series of continuous discharges from 
cloud to earAb.

bert had stopped the auditor of Cuya- 
hoga county from pursuing an inquiry 
into the amount- of taxes due from 
quasi-public corporations of Cleveland. 
It is the popular belief here that it is 
due to similar actions on the part of 
the general assembly and the supreme 
court that Cleveland has been made a 
DemQcratic city ^and Mayor Johnson 
the' hero'of the masses there.

The uashin;: brilliaiv. of Hugo's ver- 


sification blinded innuy ^wtators for 
a brief season and r.vu'ntod most o f ' 
them ftvim seeing v. hat was made I 
plain at last by an analysis of tlic 
plays in prose, Mary Tudor, fur exam- 
ple. When no gorgeously embroidered 
garment draped tlie im .iwr skeleton, it 
was not difficult to dj -.imor tliat Victor 
Hugo was not a gre:i1 dramatic poet 
"of the race and 
lin'-.-i^c of Sbake- 


speare.'' A great po: t he was bc-yond 
all question. p"erbaps the greatest poet 
of the century, but JIN aift was lyric 
and not dramatic. He v, as a lyrist of 
incomparable rrgor, variety and sono- 
rity, and as a lyric lie had often an al- 
most epic amplitude of vision. As a 
dramatist bis outlook uas narrow and 
petty. He could not* (immvo boldly a 
lofty theme, treatintr it v, itii the un- 
failing simplicity of tlie masters. His 
subjects wore laekiiii; in nobility, in 
dignity, in stateliness. His plots wore 
violent and extravag.vii. and his char- 
acters were as forced :i-< his situations. 
The poetry to be found in his plays is 
external rather than internal. It is al- 
most an afterthought. Under the lyr- 
ical drapery which It, .-,n deceptive at 
first there is no more than a melo- 
drama.— Brandcr Mat'Lews in Atlan- 
tic.

• Fat people are less able to resist the 
attacks of disease or the shock of in- 
juries and operations than the mod- 
erately thin.
